To the Editor of The Bulletin:

If the Englishman is stolid j 
about many things, he can at least 
show a very lively enthusiasm over 
politics, and such enthusiasm is con- 
tagious to one who has been inoculated 
with what the Conservatives might!

Both parties entered upon the elec- , 
tion now in progress with the great- 
est energy and even acrimony. The 
Unionists announced to the electorate 
that the main issue to be decided was 
the “preservation of the Union,” an¢ 
the “Unity of the Empire’; the Liber- 
als on the other hand, said that the 
British people must choose between 
Free Trade and Protection. The Lib- 
erals of course, stand for a measure 


of reform in the government of Ireland, | i

One that never fails to 
raise a cheer is that of Chamberlain. 
He is probably the most popular man 
in the United Kingdom. His enemies 
may derisively sing “Poor Old Joe,” 
and do considerable ‘‘booing,” but nev- 
ertheless he has the peoples’ hearts. 
Another man who has “taken” with 
the crowd is Winston Churchill, com- 
monly called by his first name only. 
He is thirty-one years of age, has been 
soldier, nuthor and politician, and is 
now Under-Secretary for the Col- 
onies. 

At the present moment the Liberals 
have captured 161 constituencies out of 
$18; and in the remaining 352 they 
will likely gain such a number as will 
give them a majority over the other 
three parties combined, namely, Union- 
ist, Nationalist and Labor.

IN CANADIAN YUKON 


Experiences of Pioneer Oriental Gold 
Miners Discouraged All Others 


} -_ —— 


Cariboo is full of Chinamen; in Cas- 
siar they are as common as whites 
and Indians, and all the placer camps 
of the Pacific Coast except those of 
Canadian Yukon contain these clannish 
Asiatics, who, sooner or later, from 
coolie or tyhee remit to the flowery 
Kingdom the yellow gold they earn in 


the land, not of their adoption but of 
their exploitation, says the Vancouver 
World. Even in far-away Fairbanks, 
in Uncle Sam’s northern territory, two 
Chinamen, it is reported, spent last 
season, and these two will as certainly 
be followed by more as the first two 
Swallows are eventually followed by 
summer. 

“Why has the Canadian Yukon hiih- 
erto been immure? This is a question 
that occasionally occurs to some but 
the majority of the people are too busy 
to ask if any Chinamen are in the 
the Yukon and even those who know 
there are none are either to much oc- 
cupied with their own affairs to ask 
a reason or, if they ever think of it 
conclude that the Orientalg have not 
yet thought of trying their luck in the 
goldon North. ~ 

However, it is quite entirely due to 
natural causes or to Chinese apathy 
that there are none of the yellow men 
in Dawson and the other northern 

camps. That the Canadian Yukon is 
still purely a whiteman’s country 
that patient, frugal, opium-smoking, 

gambling, tyhee-ridden, 
superstitious and altogether peculiar 
John Chinaman is not washing clothes 
in Whitehorse, gold on the Klondyke 
creeks or running stores in Dawson, is 
entirely due and clearly traceable to 
, the prompt, energetic, and far-sighted 
action of a self-con structed vigilance 
committee, and a made-while-you-wait 
mayor who received and turned back 
the first and last batch of coolies who 
ever got as far as Whitehorse on the 
road to the Klondike. 

The story of how it was done, how 
the hopes of Victoria’s Chinatown were 
nipped in the bud, and how iheNorth 

was saved to the white miner, laborer 
and merchants was told to a World re- 
porter by an old :musher who heiped 
te trcak tne first trails through ttc 
Yukon snow. 

CHINK HEADED OFF KLONDIKE 

“There are lots of old time Yukoners 
who know how the Chinks were headed 
off the Klondike,’ said the musher, the 
subject having cropped up in the course 
of conversation. ‘‘There are men in 
Vancouver who were in White Horse 
when it happened. One of them is Jack 
West, who was in business there at 
that time. He ought to be able to re- 
member it, because we appointed him 
mayor at five minutes notice andgave 
him the job of giving the Chinks the 
right kind of a spiel. He handled ii 
all right too, and that is why there 

sre no Chinamen up there now. 

“You never saw a miner who liked 
Chinaman. The Chinks know this and 
they never go into a new country in 
large numbers. They know enough to 
break it gently to the miner and get 

Lim ssi ta gecing a few of them 


around before they crowd in ai ali. 
Well the mer who made the trails in 
the north en! survived it were mosi'y 


men who had ¢- perience and knew 
their cwn minds. They knew tre 
Chinkstco, and they cid not want 
them 


“It was in June. 1902.that the tyhee 
Chinamen in Victoria thought that the 
trails had been made smooth enough 
into the Yukon to justify them in send- 
ing an advance guard of their country 
men into the camps there, and they 
shipped four up the Skagway by the 
C.P.N. line. One of the newcomers 
could speak Al English when he want- 
ed to, but if you said something he did 


not care to understand he couldn’t un- ! 


derstand anything. 

“At Skagway the four pioneers 
the White Pass & Yukon line for 
White horse where they were to take 
a boat for Dawson. It’s not likely that 
the transportation companies wanted to 
carry the Chinks but the law wouldn’t 
let them refuse. Anyway they got to 
the Whitehorse safe and sound, but 
that was where they met their sur- 
prise party. as 

“The Chinamen had not’ engaged 
|} rooms in advance at Whitehorse, or 
anything like that, but still there was 
a big crowd on the platform to meet 
'them. Of course the train was the 
| daily excitement then in that town, as 
} count for the crowd that coverei tne 
| it is now, but that did not fully ac- 
| 


took 


platform, and the Chinks were probably 
| Surprised at the earnest way they 
were sized up by the assembled towns- 
men. 

Of course 
staying in Whitehorse; there was no 
mining around there, and, while they 
probabiy were not expecting to be re- 


industrious, 


the Chinks had no idea of | 


ceived with open arms by the Dawson 
minera and merchants, still they did 
not expect to cause so much excitement 
at the rail head. They expected only 
ordinary welcome at Whitehorse, but 
it did not turn out quite that way. 
If they had got to Dawson they woulda 
have been about as welcome there as in 
Whitehorse, for the same class of peo- 
ple, men who had helped to break the 
trails into the wilderness, constituted 
both populations, and none of them had 
any idea of standing by and. seeing 
Chinamen cut them out of the reward 
of the risks and hardships. 


WARM RECEPTION AT WHITE- 
HORSE 


The Chinamen arrived at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon and at five o'clock 
the citizens held a meeting to decide 
upon the best way of getting rid of 
the Chinks. A committee was appoint- 
ed to wait on the unwelcome strangers 
who had by this time found shelter in 
a tent where they intended to await 
the arrival of the steamer that was 
to take them to Dawson the next day. 
At 9 c’clock the committee interviewed 
the Chinese and informed them that 
there were no openings for Chinks in 
Dawson. It was explained to them that 
the Dawson people did not want them, 
but beyond saying that they did not 
savvy. they made no comment on the 
information. As there were no trains 
going to Skagway that night, the mat- 
ter rested until morning, but when 
9 o’clock came and the White Pass lim- 
ited was ready to pull out for Skag- 
way, the four flowers of Victoria’s Chi- 
natown were not read; to leave. They 
persisted in ihefr intention to go to 
Dawson and wash clothes. The com- 
mittee was now rather up against it, 
the Chinks having failed, to take their 
advice.tut they struck a brilliant idea 
and informed the birds of passage that 
they would have to cail upon ta? citv 
ecouncil anc the mayor. Whits4 ors: 
was not a cl y and did n-t tase either 
eounci! or mayor, but soms.ain2 had 
te be done. so they were iInscntel. 
The lim ‘si wae puiling vu on’ the 
Cninamena weit still in Whitenois? bul 
ihere wae ea freight train puilidg out 
at il o clock, and on this and the 
bluff about the mayor and council the 
boys rested their case. Then they went 
to a man who had not been seen by the 
Chinks as yet. This was Jack West. 
They told him that he was appointed 
mayor, gave him fu!l power to act, 
told him to do anything he liked, that 
if he got hanged it would be his own 
lookout and then left him to the job 
with their blessing;. 

“Emergency Mayor West went to the 
Chinks and gave them a lot of fatherly 
advice. He told them they would never 
have any friends in the Yukon territ- 
ory and that it was a good place for 
them to get out of as soon as they 
got the chance. He informed them that 
he was mayor but did not want to have 
to take any extreme measures with 
them. He was helped out by the fact 
that there were a whole lot of mounted 
policemen “around, who did not inter- 
fere, and with whom he took good care 
to let the Chinks see him associate. 
The po'ice were not taken into the con- 
fidence of the white men and _ the 
Chinks did not think of appealing to 
them. On the contrary, they thought 
when they saw West talking to them 
that he must be the only real thing 
around those parts. 


“After convincing the Chinamen that 
he was boss around the camp and that 
it was a most unhealthy country for 
them, the mayor of the moment grac- 
iously informed them that there was 
a freight train leaving at 11 o'clock 
and that he could arrange with the 
lcompany to carry them back to Skag- 
way and ship them to Victoria, if they 
hadi mon’ y for their @are8. Th? Ch'nks, 
who had plenty of cash, pleaded pov- 
erty, and the resourceful mayor then 
said that rather than see them get 
into trouble or stay in such serious 
danger the authorities would put up 
the funds. 


“The merchants of Whitehorse were 
glad to get rid of the Chinks at any 
price and gladly subscribed the fare. 
They were seen safely aboard the 
freight train by Mayor West in person. 
and as soon as the train pulled out 
of sight everybody went and had a 
joyous drink on the surplus of the 
transportation fund. Mayor West's 
health was drunk so often that the 
day finally become a very lively one 
and finished up in a general celebra- 
tion. 

“Nothing much was heard outside 
about this; it was kept quiet anyway 
and the newspaper men of Whitehorse 
were not as restless as those in Van- 
couver, and I don’t think the people 
of Dawson, Whitehorse and the other 
Canadian Yukon camps know just how 
much they owe to the little bunch of 
men who headed off the Chinese invas- 
ion in June, 1902. Old Cariboo is an ob- 
ject lesson in what they saved the 
North from. That district is full of 
Chinese and there they fill the places 
of white miners, merchants, laborers, 
and white men and women generally.” 

For the benefit of any Chinaman who 
may think of going to Dawson now 
that Mr. West is no longer in White- 
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horse, the musher who gave the World 
reporter the story asked him to men- 
tion that there are lots of men like 
him still in the north who would make 
life in the Canadian Yukon rather too 
exciting for Mongolian nerves to stand.
